. 8 A to get in an hour and a half of tennis . ' t 
*' Wore dooniiig his robes for another day on 
the’bench. a, ' 

On Deci.i^'thac.wiU be a differat bench a 
few blocks away. 

That’s the day 5th Discria Judge Roger S. 
Burdick will replace Judge R. Bo^ W^ at 
the helm of the state’s warer court 

Burdick's job will be to complete the legal 
sorting of abwt 150,000 water rights claims in 
38 of Idaho’s.44 counties. And he'll have to do 
with lawmakers looking over his shoulder 
while consdering the arguments of a phalanx 
of veteran water lawyers. 

Presiding over the Snake River Basin 
Adjudication, Burdick will deal with more 
than 100,000 claimants that kidudc small irri- 
gators, huge trout forms, small towns, large 
ddes, four Indian tribes and 10 federal agen- 
cies. 

“This case already has eaten up two of the 
best judges we have," Burdick said. 

But Burdick, S3, is a people person, with 
graying curls above inquisitive blue eyes, a 
luxurious mustache and a disarming personal- 
ity. 

He inherits the case from Wood, who took 
the case on a interim basis in 1999. Wood had 
replaced District Judge Dan Hurlbutt, who 
had presided over the case from its inception 
in 1^7'undl the end of 1998. 

But Wood has been removed from the case 
because Supreme Court Justice-elect Dan 
Eisman is his brother in law, creating an 
apparent conflict of interest. Eisman would 
likely be reviewing decisions from Wood’s 
court 

The responsibility for fuiding another judge 
to handle the.mossive case fell to Supreme 
Court Chief justice Linda Copple Trout. 
When the court decided to remove Wood, 
Trout called Burdick and asked him if he 
would think about taking on the cose. 

Short of volunteering, he indicated an inter-

President-elect says U.S. can’t point fingers 


Mexico’s Fox says America must deal with dmg habit

SAN CRISTOBAL. 
Mexico - Only days before 
his historic inauguration as 
president, Vicente Fox said 
America should deal with 
, its drug habit and pledged 
to join the United States 
and Canada in what he 
called “NAFTA-plus." 

In on interview with The 


Associated Press beftm he 
takes office on Friday. Fox 
said the United States is too 
quick to write off Mexico os 
a corrupt haven for drug 
smugglers - and too reluc- 
tant to look in the mirror. 

“The United States year 
after year blames us. 
Why?” Fox asked. “Who 
lets the drugs into the 
United States? Who is 


doing gigantic business in 
the United States, then 
sends down millions of dol- 
lars that corrupt Mexican 
police, officers ond govern- 
ment officials?" 

Fox said the two coun- 
tries need to. “sit down ... 
and work this out together.” 

Fox has promised strong 
measures against drug cor- ' 
ruption, but his comments 


indicate he will continue - 
or increa.se - Mexico's long- 
standing complaint that the 
supply of drugs would not 
exist without demand in the 
United States. 

He also said that despite 
a tepid reaction from Iwch 
George W. Bush and A1 
Gore, he svas confident (hat 
he would persuade his 
northern neighbors to

After this

contested 

election, the mere prospect of a 
Republican administration [lead- 
ed by George W. Bush is making 
the Democrats who are now in 
control all the more determined 
lu leave a la.sting imprint on pulv 
lie ixilicy. 

Here are some of the more con- 
troversial reguliuions that the 
Climon ndininistracion is likely 
to put into effect IxTore Jan. 20: 

* A 95 percent reduction in the 
amount of sulfur in diesel fuel, 
which powers the trucks that 
transport most of the goods 
Americans consume. Advocates 
hail it as the biggest pollution 

-cleanup since lead was removed 
from gasoline. Business oppo- 
nents blast it as the equivalent of 
a hefty new tax that would crip- 
ple diuNcl-fucl production and 
send prices soaring, 

* Tigitter privacy standards for 
electronic medical records. 
Individuals want to keep their 
records confidential, and lo be 
able to sue if their privacy is rio- 
Inied. Employers and health plans 
say tliey need the information to 
impnivu heahJi-care delivery. 

• Designation of the Arctic 
Wildlife Range as a national 
monument, which would make 
oil drilling in (he area virtually 
impossible. Environmeniali.st.s 
want it, hut Maska's congression- 
al delegation is staunchly 
opiwsed. 

• In determining federal con- 
cr.icis, the blacklisting of compa- 
nies accused of violating federal 
labor, environmental and health 
laws. Labor unions call this a 
long-overdue reform. Business 
complains that the tlu'eai of los- 
ing eligibility to bid for contracts 
can encourage business rivaLs or 
union organizers to lodge false 
and frivolous complainLS. 

Congressional Republicans, 
despite controlling the House 
and ilie Senate both this year 
and next, are powerless to stop 
the nilcs, whicli have the force of 
law. The constitutional separa- 
tion of powers between the 
branches of government leave's 
Congress res(xin-sible for passing ' 
laws but gives the executive 
branch exclusive authority to 
adopt the regulations it deems 
nc-cessary to administer them. 

■Ili.it has left some Republican 
lawmakers fuming. 

“Tlie Clinton administration’s 
approach to government can be 
summetl np in three words: rules, 
mies. ndes," Siiid Rep. J.C. Watts 
Jr. of Oklahoma, chairman of the 
Hotise Republican Conference. 
"This administration’s primary 
goal is to increase bureaucracy 
and the size of government until 
it invades every cubicle and 
every workplace in America. 
These last-ditch efforts are the 
last gasps of an administration 
i>ent on increasing the size and 
scope of government at every 
level."

already was in the area, so liis 
appointment wouidn’t email 
moving, neither the coun nor the 
judge. And Burdick is bright, 
capable, she said. 

“I just felt iike he would do a 
very good job,” Trout said. His 
organizatiui^ and administrative - 
skills ore similar to Wood’s, and 
that means some stability and 
continuity in the ongoing case. 
No one has complained about the 
appoimmem. 

“Since that decision was made, 

I haven’t heard\ a thing,” Trout 
said. 

And unlike his predecessors, 
neither Burdick nor any of his 
family members have any water 
rights claims in the adjudication. 
Some of Wood’s rulings on claims 
by the Nez Perce were chal- 
lenged because of his and his 
family’s claims in the adjudica- 
tion. 

Burdick said he thought he was 
picked because he works well 
with lawyers, handles large case 
load efficiently, and already is 
located in Twin Falls. 

“I can crunch cases,” he said. 
“And I happen to be here in Twin 
Falls.” 

He likes the historical analysis 
that will come with the case Oiat 
includes consideration of Indian 
treaties and federal government 
claims, he said, proudly showing 
a well-worn, leather-bound, two- 
volume set of the record of the 
Idaho Constitutional Convention. 

Burdick has no illusions that he 
will rescue the case. He will work 
at it until it eats him up too, he 
said. But then he was never one 
to shy away from a challenge. 

“I always rode wild ponies," he 
said. 

When he takes on a challenge, 
he gives it all his energy as some 
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of his colleagues attest. 

Tennis teammate Carson 
Wong, music professor at the 
College of Southern Idaho, said 
Burdick doesn’t dominate the 
gome or hU partner, but when he 
has a chance to, he’ll attack with 
oil his might. 

Twin Falls attorney Kevin 
Trainor calls Burdick a fair-mind- 
ed people person, whose experi- 
ence on and off the bench have 
given hint the ability to see both 
sides of a case.' The two were 
classmates at th6 University of 
Idaho School of Law. 

“Well miss him on the bench," 
Trainor said. 

Wandering toots 

Burdick, S3, was born in 
Boulder, Colo., in 1947. His 
father worked for th-i phone 
company and wan transferred 
every three or four years. The 
family stayed in Boulder until he 
was in the fourth.grade, when 
they moved to Helena, Mom'. 
From (here the family moved to 
Boise when Burdick was the sev- 
enth grade. He graduated from 
Boise High School. 

Burdid: went back to Boulder 
and earned a bachelor's degree 
in finance from the University of 
Colorado - with minors in geolo- 
gy and marketing. 

“I loved Idaho,” he said. Upon 
graduation he came back to a job 
as a bank examiner with the 
state Department of Finance in 
Boise. One day he was sent to 
Twin Falls (o examine the Twin 
Falls Bonk and Trust. 

It was love at first siglit. 

“The town absolutely grabbed 
me,” he said. 

\^en his ambition to become 
an intemation;il banker didn't 
work out, he headed to lav^ 
school. Then just as he was com- 
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plating his law degree at the 
University of Idaho, Twin Falls 
attorney Lloyd Webb came to 
speak to the students.' While 
Webb was eating lunch, Burdick 
approached him and s^d Webb 
sh^d give him a job. 

He did. Burdick happily moved 
to Twip Falls and startra work- 
ing with Webb, doirvg the kinds 
of things newly minted lawyers 
do •> the cleanup stuff, Burdick 
said. 

That lasted about a year, until 
he took a job in Ada C^npr as a 
deputy prosecutor, serving as 
chief drug prosecutor. 

One day, Burdick got a call 
from J. William Hart Hart had 
signed a public defender con- 
tract for Ounos, Lincoln, Jerome 
and Gooding counties, and he 
was looking for some help, he 
said. Tiv'in Falls attorney Monte 
Carlson, who had worked with 
Burdick when both worked with 
Webb, suggested Han ask 
Burdick. 

Burdick took the job in 1977. 

“It was a miracle,” Hart said. 
The two became law partners 
and good friends. Both later 
became district judges, as did 
Carlson. Hart is retiring from the 
bench at the end of this year. 

Among Burdick’s finest quali- 
ties, Kart said, in “an inherent 
feeling for what’s right and 
what’s wrong, and he has the - 
energy to do something about it.” 

Nor has he been bothered ' ' 
woridng against the tide of p 
lie sendmeni. 

Once while working with Hart, 
Burdick took on a Camas County 
case defending some “hood- 
lums.” It was an unpopular case, 
but Burdick put a lot of energy 
into it and gave them a compe- 
tent defense. Hart said. 

And Burdick’s sense of humor 
is an important part of his per- 
sonality, Hart said. 

Once when some of his friends 
had planned a surprise birthday 
party, Burdick was in Grand 
View interviewing witnesses. 
Hart called him and told him one 
of his clients had just been 
arrested on a murder charge. 
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"I think he broke' every spe^ 
limit getting back,” Hart said. 
Burdi^ thought his client really 
needed him. 

“I think his integrity and ener- 
gy wUl cany the day,” Han said. 

For BunUck and his family it 
was an opportunity to move back 
to the Mope Valley. 

^“We always wanted to move 
back to Twin,” Burdick said. He 
liked the town, and the people. 
He loved to hum and fish, and 
here he could do that nearly 
every day - more often when he 
could get away with it. 

He is reported to have put an 
entire deer carcass across his 
hack - on top of his backpack - 
and toca^it out. 

OK, so it was a small deer. 

Though asthma eventually 
forced him to pve up hunting, 
he hos gotten it under control 
enough to play a pretty good 
game of tennis. Good enough 
that Burdick and teammate 
Wong, playing' doubles in a dty 
league, competed in a district 
tournament this summer. The 
two beat teams from Idaho Falls 
and Pocatello, but they lost to 
the Boise team. 

The asthma doesn’t seem to 
hurt his game. If he shows up to 
ploy, he’s ready to play, team- 
mate Wong said. Burdick is 
aggressive, but he also is encour- 
aging to other players, o good 
doubles teammate. 

He doesn’t like to lose, but he 
doesn’t hold over the other play- 
ers. 

“When it’s over, it’s over; he 
doesn’t dwell on it,” Wong said. 

Bittersweet changes. 

In 1960, Burdick was elected 
prosecuting ottomey in Jerome 
Coun^, and about a year later 
he landed a job as a magistrate. 

Burdick didn’t consider becom- 
ing a Judge until several lawyers 
and judges encouraged him to 
apply when the position opened. 
At first he declined. But when 
only one person applied, the 
position was reopm^ This time 
nine people applied, including

Burdick. He got the Job. 

“It’s the best thing Tve ever 
done,” he said. “I can’t think 
of another thing I can do os 
well.” 

In September 1993 he was 
appointed district judge in Twin 
Falls County. He likes the intel- 
lectual challenge, and he likes 
lawyers. They are bright, articu- 
late and aggressive, he said. 

“I like the work, and every 
once in o while you can help 
somebody,” he said. From the 
window of his county courthouse 
office the razor-edged, concerti- 
na-wire-topped chain-link fence 
of the county jail is plainly visi- 
ble. 

Known among his colleagues 
and friends for his personable 
sense of humor, behind the 
bench he becomes focused and 
intense, a serious arbiter of jus- 
tice. A district judge earns about 
$90,000 annually. 

Though he is looking forward 
to the new challenge, the change 
will be bittersweeL He will miss 
the county courthouse staff, 
among whom he has ihade some 
lifelong friends. And this year 
has been his best as a district 
judge, he said. 

Perhaps most of all he will 
miss his work with the drug 
court, under which convicted 
defendants work with the court 
and rehabilitation services to 
straighten out dieir lives. 

“I think I could have made a 
difference in some peoples’ 
lives,” Burdick said. 

On the wall of his office is a 
cartoon that be has carried with 
him for 15 years or more. It 
shows a golfer getting ready to 
hit the Surrounding him are 

all the standard golf tips in small 
prinL 

Beneath the drawing, Burdick 
has summed up his philosophy. 
“Sometimes you have to just Ut 
thelmlL”

KFAR CHOUBA, Lebanon 
(AP) - Israel « still engaged ih vio- 
lence with the Palestinians - 
faced fresh security problems 
Sunday in' Lebanon, where it 
rained missilfs and machine gun 
fire in retaliatioa for a Hwhollnh 
bombing that kQled one soldier. 

The assault was the most seri- 
ous cross-border- retaliatory 
attack since Israel pulled its 
troops hrom southern Lebanon in 
May to end its 18-year occupation 
of a border enclave there. In eariy 
October, Israeli troops fir^ on 
demonstrators .trying to scale the 
border fence at the Yarin crossing 
point, killing one person

striking back with gunfire Sunday 
after the roadside bombing in 
Chebaa Farms near the Lebanese 
border. One civilian was slightly 
injured on the Lebanese side!

WASHmCTON (AP) - One of 
the more remarkable feats of 
the U.S. air war over Kosovo last 
year was the 30-hour roundtrip 
combat mission of B-2 stealth 
bombers flying from their base 
in Missouri. It was a point of 
pride for die Air Force that .its 
bombers could deliver blows 
from such a distance. 

Now the Air Force is quietly 
shifting its approach, hoping to 
get more bang from its bombers 
by preparing to have them carry 
out more wartime missions from 
air bases outside the comincntal 
United States. 

All bombers in the Air Force 
fleet ore now based at home: the 
B*2s at Whiteman Air Force 
Base, Mo.; B*52s at Barksdale Air 
Force Base, La., and Minot Air 
Force Base, N.D.; and B*ls in 
Texas, Idaho and South Dakota. 

The Air Force is not planning 
to permanently base any of the 
planes abroad. Rather, it is 
building up a capability to send 
them - in times of crisis - to 
spots like the Pacific island of 
Guam from which they could 
rearm, refuel and be sustained 
by ground crews much closer to 
potential combat zones like 
Korea and the Persian Gulf. 

For bombers to operate for 
extended periods outside their 
continental U.S. bases, they 
need more than a place to land 
and park. They need access to 
extra fuel, for example, and lots 
of extra weapons.

Rainie said most of those 
searching for health information 
online were seeking material for 
someone else. 

Of those surveyed, 92 percent 
said their online search was use- 
ful and 81 percent said they 
learned something new. About 47 
percent of those seeking help for 
themselves said the answers 
influenced their decisions about 
treatment, and 36 percent of peo 
pie looking on behalf of others 
said the same. 

But while several health-cen- 
tric Web services - such as 
WebMD and DrKoop.com -have 
emerged to provide answers to 
health questions, Rainie said 
most of ^e people surveyed had 
a “scattershot searching activity” 
that brought them to many sites. 

“The vast majority of people 
are doing health searches on 
their own," without help from 
advertisemeors, doctors, friends 
or anyone else, Rainie said. 
“They^ going to search gngin<i^ 
oni just typing in words." 

Rainie ^d information seek- 
ers most liked sites with broad 
search en^nes. 

Many respondents were hesi- 


tant about using credit cards 
online and worried about what 
others could do with their private 
medical information. 

“Clearly, health material is 
some of the most precious and 
sensitive stuff that people want 
to keep private,” Rainie said. 
“They express a generalized con- 
cern about Internet companies 
tracking their movements and 
then passing on the data.” 

About 69 percent of Internet 
users questioned said they are 
“very concerned" that a Web site 
might sell or give away infonna- 
don about their online activities, 
and 81 percent said they want to 
have the right to sue if a Web 
company violates its private poli- 
cy. 

The survey also found that 86 
percent of health seekers are con- 
cerned about getting unreliable 
health informauon. Sdli, 64 per- 
cent of the respondents said they 
had never heard about the Web 
sites they ended up consulting 
before they began their search. 

Rainie said these people usual- 
ly balance out that fear by going 
to muldple sites to double-check 
advice.

> But Bush, in a nationally tele- 
r-vised address from Austin, said “I 
respectfully ask” that Gore recon- 
sider further contesting the hair- 
line Florida count. Sen. Trent 
Lott, the Republican majority 
leader, said Gore should concede. 

But the vice president was 
preparing to tell Americans on 
If^onday ±at he intends to keep 
lighting and why. 

C Bush said he respected Gore’s 
' determination to fight for 
Florida’s 25 electors, which would 
mean victory for either man, 
before the vote was certified. 
Now, he said, "if the vice presi- 
dent chooses, to go forward, he is 
filing a contest to the outcome of 
the election, and that is not the 
Ixjst route for America." 

If the certification of a 537-vote 
Bush margin stands, the Texas 
governor would win 271 electoral 
college votes - one more than 
necessary for victory - to 267 for 
Gore. 

Harris said Bush had 2,912,790 
votes and Gore had 2,912,253. 
That gave Bush the 537-vote lead 
out of 6 million cast, although 
Harris rejected partial returns 
from Palm Beach County. An 
junofficial AP tally including 
recounted Palm Beach County 
votes showed Bush ahead by 357. 

The secretary of state's formal 
declaration, which sot off GOP 
. dicers outside the Florida capital 
and at the state capitol in Austin, 
Texas: 

“Accordingly, on behalf of the 
state elections canvassing com- 
:tnission and in accordance with 
the laws of the state of Florida, I 
iicrcby dedare Governor George 
\V. Bush the winner of Florida's 
25 electoral votes." 

Lieberman said, “The integrity 
of our self-government” could be 
cast into .doubt without 
Democratic steps to get the most 
complete and accurate count pos- 
sible. Gore's lawyers were to file 
ihcir challenge in the courts of 
^eon County, site of the state 
capitol at Tallahassee, Monday 
morning. 

James A. Baker HL the former 
secretary of state speaking for' 
Bush - who was making his ovm 
statement later Sunday night - 
said that count already has been 
delivered, repeatedly. 

' He said Bush “won this elec- 
tion” under the rules set by law 


before Election Day, Nov. 7 - and 
under rules changed after the 
election. Bokcr denounced Gore’s 
lawyers for what he called an 
extraordinary resort to the courts 
- althougl) Bush has his own set of 
Inwsuit-s induding the appeal the 
U.S. Supreme Court, which hears 
oral arguments on Friday. 

“At some point there must be 
closure,” Baker said. “At some 
point the law must prevail and 
the lawyers must go home. 

“We have reached that point,” 
he said. It is time to honor the 
will of the people." 

For all that, Baker said Bush 
will “absolutely" go ahead with 
his case in the U.S. Supreme 
Court, challenging 
the state supreme 
court ruling that led 
to the extended cer- 
tification deadline 
and hand recounts 
of ballots cast by 
machine in four dis- 
puted Democratic- 
leaning counties. 

“We have no 
assurance that the 
other side will stop,” he said. 

Anticipating the certification, 
Gore was preparing a speech to 
be delivered on Monday, explain- 
ing his case for the continuing 
challenge. 

Gore, who got 337,183 more 
votes than Bush nationwide on 
Hov. 7, raid he has an obligation 
to the people who support^ him 
and Lieberman, more than for 
any Democratic ticket before 
them. In an interview with The 
New York Times, he said “every 
vote that is legally cast must be 
fairly and accurately counted in 
accordance with the law ... 

“If at the end of this process .... 
if Governor Bush is successful, I 
will Sparc no effort to help him 
unify the country behind his lead- 
ership,” Gore said, “and I would 
expect him to do the some if I am 
successful.” 

Sen. Lott called on Gore “to 
end his campaign and concede 
this election with the honor and 
dignity the American people 
expecu” 

Sen. Tom Daschle, the 
Democratic leader, said that was 
not going to happen. “Tve talked 
with most of my colleagues over 
the last several days and there 
isn’t any interest in conceding 
anything at this point." 

The votes were delivered to 
Harris in line with a 5 p.m. EST 
deadline set by the state supreme 
court, which allowed hand 
recounts through Sunday, 12 days 
past the date she had said certifi- 
cation should be fmoL 

Palm Beach County halted its 
marathon count to Hlc partial 
results with the state in time for 
the deadline, and reported a net 
gain of 180 votes for Gore - with 
an unknown number to come 
post-deadline. Harris did not 
include those recounted votes in 
the certified totals. 

Lieberman protested that hun- 
dreds of votes were being dis- 
carded by the secretary of state. 
“How can we teach our children 
that every vote counts if we are 
not willing to make a good-faith 
effort to count every vote?" he 
asked, speaking from a lectern 
flanked by two American flogs, at 
a hotel across from the White 
House that is at stake in the 
struggle. 

David Boies, lead lawyer for 
Democrat Gore’s campaign, said 
the certification would be chal- 
lenged today on at least three 
grounds, probably more, all 
involving incomplete recounting 
or votes he said had been tallied 
for the vice president at some 
point and later discounted.

You don't see why Idaho law allows 
parents to teach their children without a 
degree.

Does certification prove that public 
school teachers are com^tent to teach?

BUJANOVAC, Yugoslavia (AP)

Sore Muscles-Stressed? 


PORT-AU-FRINCE, Haiti (AP) 
- Fear, apathy, violence and an 
opposition boycott marred Haiti’s 
presidential election Sunday in a 
vote expected to restore former 
president JeanBertrand Aristide, 
who opponem.s diarge wiU in.stall 
a new dictatorship. 

Defying widespread cynicism 
and .suspicions auout his inten- 
tion.s, Aristide, a former priest, 
urged Haitians to head to the 
polls. 

“After 200 years of political 
and economic violence, we have 
decided to choose peace,” 
Aristide .sttid in a radio message. 
“Too much misery, too much 
insecurity, too much bloodshed. 
Enough Is cnougli." 

Despite such words, violence 
continued: a homemade bomb 
exploded in a market in the 
densely populated suburb of 
Carrefour shortly after polls 
opened, .slightly injuring one 
man, Another went off near an 
electoral office outside Port-au- 
Prince, but did not cause injuries. 


Nine pipe bombs exploded in 
capital last week, killing two chil- 


dren. 

Aristide blamed the bombs on 
opponent.s, who he said were try- 
ing to “block the elections."

Canadians take to 
polls In early election 

OTTAWA - Canadians return 
to the voting IXKith today for the 
third time in seven years to 
decide whether to give Prime 
Minister Jean Cliretien’s Liberal 
Party what could become the 
longest hold on power here in 
half a century. 

The early election called by 
Chretien - Just 3.o years imo Ids 
second five-year term - was a 
political gamble, but one that 
appears likely to pay off. 

Chretien’s Liberals registered 
from 39 to 45 percent suppon in 
the latest polls, giving them a 
lead of anywhere from 12 to 17 
points over the opposition 
Canadian Alliance. Three other 
major panics were well back. 

The poll numbers translate to a 
likely third straight majority in 
parliament for the Liberals and 
Chretien. Another five-year term 
would end in 2005, giving the 
Liberals 12 straight years in 
power, the longest stretch since 
they achieved a similar run under 
MacKenzie King during the 
World War n era. 

But the regional nature of 
Canadian politics, and a possible 
backlash against Chretien for 
calling the election so early, 
mean a Liberal m.ijority is not 
a.ssured in the 301-seat House of 
Commons. The largest party in 
the chamber forms the govern- 
ment, while a majority victory 
permits it to legislate unaided. 


Swiss overwhelmingly 
reject army cutback 

GENEVA - Swiss voters 
pledged resounding support to 
their citizen army on Sunday, 
throwing out a left-of-center 
attempt to slash military spend- 
ing in the neutral Alpine nation. 

“The people want an army, a 
real army,’’ rejoiced Prcsidcni 
Adolf Ogi, who .also is the coun- 
try’s defense minister. “T^e peo- 
ple don’t want half-measures, 
cither wiilt the army or national 
security policy.’’ 

Some 1.1 million voters, or 62 
percent, rejected the proposal to 
cut military sliding and use the 
funds for social programs. Only

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When home leaves you breathless 


Bad indoor air 
may be a 
big problem

TWIN FALLS - For Mardo 
Eaton and thousands of other 
Magic Valley residents who have 
chronic breathing problems, 
home isn’t automatically a 
refuge when the weather turns 
cold. 

“We have a (special) fDier and 
a humidifier In our heating sys- 
tem,” said Eaton, a registered 
nurse who has worked as a coor- 
dinator with the Magic Valley 
Breathers, a support group. 
“They’re a big help." 

The brew of dust, insects, 
wood smoke, tobacco smoke, 
mold, pet dander and chemicals 
that -rolls in the innerspace of 
the average house can cause as 
much mischief as the environ- 
mental contaminants outside. 

That’s because home is where 
we spend a hefty chunk of our 
sleeping and waking hours. 
We’re indoors up to 90 percent 
of the time, according to the 
Environmental Protection 
Agency. 

Trouble is, we usually don't 
pay much attention to the air in 
our homes until we find that it’s 
making us ill. 

“When winter comes, we start 
to see a lot of people with simi- 
lar complaints,” said Dr. Rkdiard 
Hen/y, a Twin F«dls allergy spe- 
cialist. “In some ways, they're 
similar to cold symptoms. But a 
cold goes away, these symptoms 
stoy all wiater long if they're 

untreated," 

To understand-why, look no 
further than your well-insulated, 
double-paned, weather-stripped, 
energy .efOdenr lxom*. T^' air ■ 
sjmpjy.doesiv’t.t^vover ^,way'.,. 
It used to; It stays inside, and is - 
breathed over and over. 

Yet there arc no fewer respira- 
tory irritants indoors than there 
used to be. 

“In the case of a new home, 
there arc sometimes more," 
Henry said. “Fresh paint, the 
adhesive used to hold down car- 
pet, solvents - they all have the 
potendai to cause trouble.” 

You won't know for sure what 
oils you unless you're tested for 
it, but there are some strong sus- 
pects. Prominent among them 
would be the dust mite, which 
theoretically isn't supposed to 
be able to survive in high-and- 
dry southern Idaho. 

“They’re here,” Henry said. 
'They’re carried in by people 
who move in, and they’re hard to 
get rid of.” 

Dust mites love carpets, pil- 
lows and bedding, and they're 
easily stirred up.

“I think one of the major 
sources of irriiation this time of 
year is the vacuum cleaner,*' 
said Landc Lambert, respiratory 
therapist at Twin Falls Clinic & 
Hospital. “When your vacuum 
sucks up the dirt, it stirs up the

It." 

Lambert recommends a vacu- 
um with a HEPA filter, designed 
to filler out very .small particles. 
For folks with ^onic brcatliing 
problems, Henry sometimes goes 
so far as to suggest they rip out 
the carpets. 

“At least wash the bedding 
often," he said. 

Dust mites survive on human 
skin dander, and it's everywhere 
in your house - especially in 
your bed. 

“You sweat when you’re sleep- 
ing, and dander from your skin 
just covers the sheets and the 
bedding" Henry said. 

And then there's Fido. 

"When I started in practice, 1 
used to suggest to patients with 
pets that they get rid of them,”

Henry said. "I found that maybe 
one out of 10 got rid of the pet 
and the other nine got rid of 
me." 

But there’s a middle ground, 
he says. Some rooms - and espe- 
cially bedrooms - can be kept 
pet-free. 

“It’s important to bathe them 
often, because every dog or cat 
has oils on the skin thot can be 
irritants," Lambert said, “You 
pet the dog, touch your face, and 
the oil gets into your respiratory 
system." 

Molds can also be an issue, 
Henry said. They're potent aller- 
gens for some people, and prolif- 
erate on damp hnsement walls. 

“People think ive live in a dry 
climate, and that’s true,’’ 
Lambert said. “But you get a 
Please see AIR.

Clearing the air 

Give the air in your house a 
dose of healthy cleaning with 
these recommendations from the 
Lung Association and the 
Environmental Protection 
Agency: 

• Install a smoke and carbon 
monoxide detector and clicck it 
monthly to make sure it’s work- 
ing. 

• Use a radon detector such as 
ii diarcoal radon monitor - which 
usually costs $20. 

• Replace furnan filters regu- 
' larly, ideally every two to three 
months. Choose a high-efficiency 
filter, which usually costs about 
$15. 

• Make sure the flue is open 
when using your fireplace. Have it 
and the diimney inspected annu- 
ally for blockage or cracks. Repair 
any damage or problem immedi- 
ately. 

• Keep cigarette and cigar 
pioke out of the house, cspcdally 
if you have children. Confining 
smoke to a room such as a den or 
study won’t prevent second-hand 
smoke from circulating to other 
rooms, 

• Open windows to allow air to 
flotv on days when air quality is 
good; an exception is if a house- 
hold mcmlKT is allergic to pollen. 

• Leave some windows - sudi 
as those on upper floors - ixirtially 
open, even if it’s just a crack. 

• Clean your dchumldificn: and 

humidifiers regularly. T 

• Check your home regularly 
for trapped moisture, find the 
cause and repair its .s(x>n as possi- 
ble. Signs include musty odors, 
excessive condensation on win- 
dows and walls, sweating pipes, 
peeling or cracking paint, and 
mold or mildew on stiriace.s. 

• Store firewood in the garage 
or outdoors, rather than iasidc the 
house. Drying firewood can gener- 
ate mold spores, which can conta- 
minate the entire house. 

• Choose products that use 
lower-emitting phenol formalde- 
hyde instead of urea formalde- 
hyde. Increase ventilation when 
bringing in new furniture with 
formiildehyde, 

• Don’t overwatcr hou.sehold 
plants. Mold can grow in wet soil. 

• Minimize the use of house- 
hold cleaning agents for die batli- 
room and kitchen. Follow direc- 
tions, es)>ecially if there’s a warn- 
ing to u.sc only in n well-ventilated 
area. Never mix chemical prod- 
ucts such as an ammonia-based 
cleaner and chlorine bleach; tlie 
mixture creates potentially liarm- 
ful fumes. Consider nontoxic 
cleaning alternatives such as bak- 
ing soda for nigs juid carpets, or 
vinegar and wann water for win- 
dows, and bleach to remove mold 
and mildew.

Let’s not re-visit the 
toothless days of old 


Speaking uf the old days, 
America wa.s pretty toothless in 
colonial times - and we’re not 
talking about a lack of military 
force. “American colonists were 
widely considered to have the 
worst oral health in the world,” 
says Eric Curtis, a spoke.sman for 
the Academy uf General 
Dentistry. In letters home from 
his travels in the New WorldL, the 
Count de Rochambeau reported 
that the women, althou^ beauti- 
ful, were nearly toothless by age 
18. 

Predicting survival 

Rcseardiers liave found tliat a 
protein called CRP predicts sur- 
vival better than cholesterol. C- 
rcaetive protein (CRP), which tlie 
body produces in reaction to 
inflammation, is considered a 
new risk factor for heart disease. 
A study by Intermountain Health 
Care’s LDS Hospital in Salt Lake 
City measured cholesterol and 
CRP levels in hlood samples of 
985 patients with severe heart 
disg^, 109 of whom died in the 
next years. The rcseardiers 
found that the 109 who died had 
higher levels of CRP compared to 
patients who were still living, but 
there was no difference in choles- 
terol levels between the two 
groups.

Easier to quit 

Combination therapy makes it 
easier to quit cigarettes, 
researchers in Fr.nnce and 
Sweden have found. Nicotine- 
replacement therapy eases with- 
drawal symptoms, such as per- 
ceived stress, for highly depen- 
dent smokers who wish to quit, 
The nicotine can he steadily 
delivered through the skin using 
a patch stuck to the upper arm or 
hip, or self-administered at 
desired intervals using an 
inhaler. The researchers random- 
ly divided -100 smokers into two 
grou|)s. One group used the 
inhaler plus the patch for six 
weeks, and then spent six weeks, 
with the inhaler plus a sham; 
patch, followed by 14 weeks- 
using only the inhaler. The .sec-^ 
ond group received 12 weeks oE 
inhaler plus the sham patcii, foL; 
lowed by 14 weeks of inhale^ 
□lone. Among those in the firSf- 
group, 60.5 percent were no 
longer smoking six weeks into the 
study, compared to 47.5 percent 
in the second group. This success 
rate dwindled to 19.5 percent and 
14 percent, respectively, a year 
after the study.

If you*tv laid up in bed with a 
bad case of the sniffles, this is 
wha't you really didn’t need to 
hear. “You have to hope things 
■ will get bencr.” 

Dr. Stephen Rennard isn’t just 
talking about your own personal 
health - no matter how poor it 
may be - but about the state of 
cold and flu treatments today. 
Oh, sure, there arc new drugs, 
new cough medicines, new nasal 
sprays, new hope. 

But it stiU boils down to this, he 
believes: “You may be better off 
doing what your grandma said.” 
After centuries of patient suf- 
fering and countless' dollars spent 
on cold and flu research, you 
would think there would more 
advanced treatments. And there 
are some promising products that 
do appear to reduce the length of 
the flu - by about a day. 

Not exactly reason to throw 
away your tissue box just yet. 

Jast about the biggest news on 
the cold and flu front this year is 
there is evidence your mom or 
grandma probably always has 
known best. A study out of the 
University of Nebraska Medical 
Center suggests chicken soup 
potentially relieves cold symp- 
toms. 

And “‘potentially’ is the key 
word,” Rennard says. 

Studying a homemade chicken 
soup recipe, as well as more than 
a dozen canned soup prepara- 
tions, Rennard and a team of 
researchers found the products 
may reduce the body’s inflamma- 
tory response to cold viruses. Tlie 
inflammation is thought to be 
responsible for sore throats, 
runny noses, nasal congestion 
and other unplca.sant symptoms 
of iUness.

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needed to prove soup is as good a 
cold reliever as any. 

However, says Rennard, “our 
study provides no reason to 
doubt Grandma."

can cause symptoms in humans. 

niness is most typically spread 
via hand-to-hand contact. Cold 
weather, wet hair and cnlt^ed 
tonsils don't appear to be to 
blame, according to the Nation^ 
Institute of Allergy and 
Infectious Diseases. 

But susceptibility to colds has 
been linked to psychological 
stress, allergic disorders affecting 
the nasal passages or throat, and 
menstrual cycles. ^ 

And women do gef more coids 
than men, especially during their 
20s and 30s. Scientists suspect it's 
because of their close contact 
with children. 

“The largest transmitters by 
far are little people,” says Dr. 
Mark Lillo, on infectious 
expert at Kaiser Permanente- 
Santa Clara. 

Which is why parents of young 
Idds tend to get sick more often 
than their childless peers. 

While adults average about 
two to four colds per year, chil- 
dren come home with six to 10 
colds. And they often shore their 
germs with loved ones. 

The flu, while much more dev- 
astating, is for less prevalent. In 
the average flu season, one in 
five Americans gets infected by 
at least one strain of the virus, 
and more than 20,000 people die 
from flu-related complications, 
according to the Centers for 
Disease Control and PievMtion. 

“For somebody who's young 
and otherwise heoltl^. it's annoy- 
ing, it’s an unpleasant experi- 
ence, but it's not particularly dan- 
gerous,” Lillo says. For others, 
however, the flu “can bring on a 
heart ottack, pneumonia or 
stroke."

There's no easy way around it, 
short of working out with an 
astronaut’s helmet, surgical 
gloves, a spray bottle of disinfec- 
tant and paper towels. 

Knowing how cold and flu 
germs arc spread and how to 
minimize contact can help you 
reduce your chances of getting a 
cold. It also can help you do the 
responsible thing: If you have a 
cold, consider ways to keep oth- 
ers from catching your cold.

Wipe 
them with a paper -towel moist- 
ened with disinfectant spray if 
your gloves are not washable. 

* Choose on exerdse machine

In some situations, 
this is difflcult to do - such as in 
a crowded aerobics floor or a 
small room for indoor cycling or 
yoga. Sometime^ it’s hvd to tcU 
if a person has a cold or allergies. 
But you can't go to that person 
and say, “Excuse me, do you 
have a cold or an allergy? If you 
have a a>ld, I want to stay as far 
away from you as possible.” 

• Don’t be surprised or offend- 
ed if others avoid you or give you 
dirty looks if you insist on work- 
ing out in the gym despite having 
a severe cold. They don’t want 
your cold germs. 

* Consider working out at 
home or going for a power walk 
when the temperatures are not 
too cold until you are well. Treat 
this as an opportunity to cross- 
train.

But lately, teamed up with new 
minimally invasive surgery tech- 
-,jilques, it Is undergoing a come- 
back of sorts. It promises to treat 
some tumors - both cancerous 
ones and nonmallgnant lumps - 
without a big scar and long surgi- 
calrecovery. 

“The door is open for a new 
tool," says Dr. Peter Littrup, a ' 
radiologist at the Barbara Aim 
Karmanos Cancer Institute in 
Detroit. 

Littrup credits the rekindling of 
interest in cryosurgery to

TWIN FALLS - Refugees 
from Russia, Bosnia, Kosovo and 
other countries in troubled 
regions of the world have found 
a quiet place to start over in 
southern Idaho over the past IS 
years.

With decreasing numbers 
of Bosnians and Kosovars being 
accepted into the United States, 
the center plans to begin to take 
Iranians and Afghans for poten- 
tial relocation. 

When the refugees will arrive 
is unknown, but it looks like it is 
sdll down the road, center dir^- 
tor Ron Black sold. To prepare 
for their arrival, the center has 
found potential local translators 
who speak the Afghani 
Pushtu/Urdu language or the 
Iranian language of Farsi.

it does nut help stave off 
Alzheimer’s tiisensc.

Group hopes to save more pets

SALT LAKE CITY (AP) - 
Armed with a new $1.3 million 
grant, advocates for Utah’s 
homeless animals are launching 
a project to save at least 42,000 
animals in shelters across Uttih. 

“We're kind of a pilot program 
... a guinea pig project," said 
Temma Martin, a spokeswoman 
for the recently formed group, 
No More Homeless Pets in Utah. 
The organization represents 72 
animal control agencies and shel- 
ters in Utah that have agreed to 
team up for the task. 

In June, Utah became only the 
second state in the country to 
receive money from Maddic’s 
Fund, a $200 million California- 
based foundation created to 


eradicate the euthanasia of 
adoptable homeless pets bv 
2010 . ^ 
Maddie’s Fund has tentatively 
committed $8 million to Utah 
shelters over a five-year period 
but will withdraw the funds if 
certain goals aren’t met. 

The target for this year 
includes having 21,000 more ani- 
mals spayed and neutered com- 
pared to last year and 3,000 more 
animals adopted than last year. 

Pets that aren't adopted arc 
usually euthanized. 

In 1999, more than half of all 
animals admitted into Utah shcl- 
lers - about 46,000 - were eutha- 
nized, according to Martin’s 
group. Tho vast majority were 


either stray animals or dropped 
off at the shelter by owners who 
could or would not continue to 
•support them. 

Homeless-animal advocates 
estimate rouglily one-third cf the 
animals euthanized in 1999 • 
about 15,000 - were healthy md 
had no Iwhavioral problems. 

“A lot of people don't realize, 
it’s like going to an antique store 
where you can really get a great 
deal,” Martin said. 

People lend to adopt more dur- 
ing the Christmas season. Martin 
said. But she cautioned that pets 
generally don't make for good 
surprise gifts and recommended 
Uiat people select pets for them- 
selves, not others.

: SALT LAKE CITY (AP) - If 
l^peratures don't heat up soon, 
November 2000 is likely to go 
down in the history books as the 
^^dest November in the Salt 
Mke Valley since records were 
jBy documented in 1928. 

^The mean temperature in Salt 
j Ddce Gty through Friday was 30 
I degrees. That’s nearly 2 degrees 
I colder than the record-setting 
I conditions of 1930, said meteorol- 
jojlist Dave Sanders of the 
I National Weather Service. 


This month’s average high for 
Salt Lake City has been 37 
degrees, Sanders said, with an 
average low of 23. The result is 
November has so far been 12 
degrees colder than average. 

The Salt Lake area also has 
more than 10 inches above nor- 
mal snowfall so far. 

. A cold November, however, 
does not necessarily mean the 
winter will be colder than usual. 
But forecasters are predicting this 
season will at least be cooler than 


the past three winters, which 
have been uncharacteristically 
warm. 

January is the coldest month of 
the year in the United States. The 
mean temperature in the Salt 
Lake City area in January has 
been about 28 degrees. Last vear, 
however, that figure wa J5 
degrees. 

According to forecasts from the 
Climate Prediction Center of 
National Oceanic and 
Atmospheric Administration in 


Maryland, it will be 4 to 6 degrees 
cooler in January this \^tcr. 

The center predicts parts of 
only seven states will maintain 
last year's temperatures - 
California, Florida, Arizona, 
Oregon. Washington, South 
Carolina and Georgia - while the 
others will have colder tempera- 
tures than in recent years. The 
north central states like Illinois 
iind Michigan are expeaed to be 
hardest hit by freezing tempera- 
tures.

The U.S. State Department 
reports that it will accept pri- 
marily Iranian.s and Afghari.s 
who are vulnerable in Middle 
Eastern countries where they 
have sought asylum or who are 
in a.syhim countries that do not 
offer permanent resettlement. 

Afghan refugees who will be 
accepted by the United States 
are chiefly families headed by 
women at-risk because of dis- 
criminating policies against 
females and ethnic minorities. 

Iranian refugees coming to 
this country will be mainly reli- 
gious minorities facing persecu- 
tion, even execution, in their 
native country.
